In her e-mail to Suzanne Bracamonte, 
assistant to the Manager of University 
Transportation and Parking Services, Chu 
requested a stop sign at the crosswalk be- 
cause she felt it was dangerous. 

‘Traffic from both directions doesn’t 
stop for you when you are trying to cross, 


ning of the semester; cars are back-logged 
in the parking lot while cars are trying to 
make turns and get out of the lot,’ Chu 
said. “A stop sign or even traffic light is 
way overdue.” 

Such complaints are nothing new. Rita 
Cancilla, who works at the Foundation of- 
fice above the Hornet Bookstore com- 
plained earlier to Manager of UTAPS, 
Nancy Fox.

River Front Center 
Burger King closes

The closure of the north campus 
Burger King in December has not af- 
fected the franchise located in the Uni- 
versity Union. 

The restaurant’s property lease ex- 
pired over winter break, prompting the 
removal of the north campus franchise 
over the semester break. Some stu- 
dents wonder why. 

“They just asked me why it was 
closed,” said Vang Her, manager of 
the University Union Burger King. 

Despite more competition in the 
Union, including Round Table, Gordi- 
to Burrito and Kung Fu Fat’s, Her said 
business has remained steady. 

The addition of burgers at The Grill 
on the north side of campus may be a 


reason that business has not increased 
in the Union Burger King. 

Another reason may be that some 
students simply didn’t know about the 
north campus Burger King. 

‘‘That’s usually not my side of the 
campus,’ said student Aurash Behba- 
hani. “I didn’t even know it existed.” 

“I knew it existed but I never 
walked over there,” said student 
Stephen Babb. 

The CSUS Foundation is discussing 
how the space vacated by the north 
campus Burger King could best be 
used. 

Proposals ranging from a meeting 
room to a large storage area have been 
discussed, but “nothing has been fi- 
nalized yet,” said David Levy, assistant 
director of marketing services for the 
CSUS Foundation.

University officials 
advise students to 
seek credit elsewhere

Sacramento State Police are cracking down on credit 
card peddlers who are violating university policy and 
state law by targeting students. 

Police cited and escorted two males off campus who 
were taking pictures of student One Cards and recording 
student social security numbers, e-mail and residential 
addresses on Friday. 

Campus Police confiscated the camera and documents 
the two men, who worked for College Credit Card Corp., 
used in soliciting students. 

“They were offering free gifts when you sign up for the 
credit cards,” freshman Latda Vongmany, a Communi- 
cation Studies major said of the solicitors. “I liked the 
free gifts, so I signed up twice.” 

The men were giving away radios and phone cards, 
Vongmany said. 

Noting that there are legitimate avenues of credit avail- 
able, Officer Joe Green said students need to be careful. 

“T’m not saying that these gentlemen are not legitimate, 
but their methods are less than forthcoming,” he said. 
“There are other places to get credit, like banks and oth- 
er lending institutions.” 

According to Director of Student Activities, Louis 
Camera, this is not the first time Sac State has had prob- 
lems with College Credit Card Corp. 

“We’re considering getting an injunction against the 
company that sends these guys on campus,” Camera said.

Camera said that credit card solicitations on campus are 
legal if the company pays a $300 per day fee and works 
through a university student group. 
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Bookstore sales increase 
with student enrollment 


Textbook purchases 
consistent with rise in 
student population 
hike this past year.

Bookstore sales are up close to 5 percent 
this semester, an increase that can be at- 
tributed to higher student enrollment, ac- 
cording to Bookstore Director Julia Mi- 
lardovich. 

“Sales have been good. Enrollment is up 
between 4 and 5 percent, and our sales are 
consistent with that,’ Milardovich said. 

Online book ordering, an option the 
bookstore began offering in fall of 1999, has 
recently become more popular. Approxi- 
mately 10 ppeicen of all textbook BUF 
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chases are made online, Milardovich said. 

“This semester, we had in the neigh- 
borhood of 2,152 orders online,’’ said Doris 
Gorin, textbook manager for the bookstore. 
‘*The first time we offered it, we had around 
800.” 

An additional 20 percent increase is ex- 
pected next fall. 

Students have the option of ordering 
books online, as early as three weeks before 
the semester starts, for delivery or pick-up 
at the bookstore. 

“For delivery, we charge $4.50 for the 
first book and 50 cents for each additional 
book,”’ Milardovich said. “The average de- 
livery charge runs about $6.” 

Historically, textbook sales are directly 
related to enrollment, Gorin said. 

Other than that, there is not usually any 
great increase or decrease in sales, said

Faculty members from the colleges 
of engineering, math and sciences have 
requested that the university move 
commencement back to campus, ac- 
cording to Vice President of Universi- 
ty Affairs Robert Jones. !

the deans have also expressed support

“The stadium costs more because 
we have to provide reimbursements 
for paying campus staff overtime. We 
have to provide campus police staff, 
emergency medical services and other 
things which are all customary ser- 
vices that commencements should pro- 
vide,” Jones said. 

Another cost is the building of a 
stage at the stadium. 

‘Arco has stages already set up in- 
side,” Jones said. 

“T think it would be nice to have 
commencement orf campus if the fa- 
cilities could handle the number of 
people who attend,” said junior Shan- 
non Schultze. “It looks like it would be 
less expensive for the school compared 
to what it would cost to rent Arco Arena.” 


Faculty union discusses strike options, 
seeks to broaden support among students 


But some members say any effective work action will have to inconvenience students.

Sacramento State faculty union 
members said they need support from 
students and non-union faculty as dis- 
cussions on an impending strike au- 
thorization vote intensified last week. 

Though a wide range of sugges- 
tions regarding how the union might 
protest were offered at the California 
Faculty Association’s Feb. 13 meet- 
ing, most members agreed that they 
need to expand awareness of the fac- 
ulty’s current contract situation. 

Negotiations for a new contract, 
which are currently in a fact-finding 
phase, have made little progress since 
they began 11 months ago. 

“The task for hard-core, card-car- 


4 rying CFA members is to.expand our 





influence into the people who are mem- 
bers that believe in what the CFA is 
doing but aren’t active,” said CFA 
Sonoma State chapter President Victor 
Garlin, who attended the meeting in 
Mendocino Hall as a guest speaker. 
“If we don’t succeed in doing that, 


we're going to have a real problem.” 


Members discussed protest options 
ranging from using the media to spread 
the union’s message and collecting stu- 
dent input to more drastic measures, 
such as holding classes on the Gover- 
nor’s front lawn or refusing to turn in 
grades. 

The latter tactic, in which professors 
would give all students incomplete 
grades until a contract agreement is 
reached, raised concerns about whether 
any work action would end up hurt- 
ing students. 


Criminal Justice Professor Maria 
Alexandrino said students and faculty 
have a “natural alliance” which could 
be used to an advantage, but Psychol- 
ogy Professor Joe Morrow argued that 
a strike isn’t effective if nobody is in- 
convenienced. 

“T think that somewhere along the 
line we’ll have to face the issue of piss- 
ing off some students,” Morrow said. 

Junior Dan Comins said he didn’t 
think any teacher “‘who’s a real teacher’ 
would refuse to submit grades as a 
form of protest. Rather than letting stu- 
dents get caught in the middle, faculty 
should educate them about the issues 
and include them in any protests the 
union might have, he said. 

“They could maybe rally their stu- 
dents and go to the Chancellor’s Office 
or the (state) capitol and do a formal

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protest like that,’ Comins said. “That 
could get more things done.” 

No work action is expected until 
after the fact-finding phase of the ne- 
gotiations ends in early March, said 
CFA Sacramento chapter President Jeff 
Lustig. 

If no agreement is reached at that 
time, faculty will vote on whether to au- 
thorize the union to call for a strike or 
some other form of protest. 

_ If Sac State faculty could become 
organized and begin preparations for a 
strike now, it could be imposing enough 
to force Chancellor Charles B. Reed’s 
hand in the current negotiations, said 
CFA Sacramento chapter Vice Presi- 
dent Jim Chopyak. 

“Tf we have 1,000 people out there 
protesting Reed, maybe we won’t have 
a need for a strike,” he said.

Job flier promises, 
doesn't deliver

A flier found on campus bul- 
letin boards promises high pay for 
part-time work, but university of- 
ficials caution students to be wary. 

The flier touts earning up to 
$938 a week stuffing and mailing 
envelopes and gives a Web address 
for more information. The flier also 
bears a copyright by “RDC.” 

The Web site, which does not 
list a company name, targets stu- 
dents looking for easy money by 
offering a list of potential employ- 
ers for $39.95. There is no contact 
information posted on the site, and 
no instructions for how to pay the fee. 

Career Center Director Mari- 
lyn Albert cautions students against 
giving information to an unknown 
party. 

“Tf an employer is not willing to 
give a name or an address, forget 
it,’ she said. 

A check of RDC’s copyright re- 
vealed the company name to be 


Regional Distribution Center. The 
State Hornet found no local or na- 
tional phone listing for RDC. 

Albert said no one in the past 
has complained about employment 
postings on the bulletin beards 
around campus. She said if stu- 
dents have doubts or questions 
about an advertisement, they 
should go to the career center and 
ask questions. 

“The career center screens all 
employers that come through them 
to make sure they have jobs for 
students, and all of the services of- 
fered by the career center are free,” 
Albert said. 

Psychology major Alicia Gal- 
loway didn’t believe the flier. “I’ve 
heard they’re hoaxes. You pay for 
the stuff and sometimes they don’t 
pay you for the work you’ve done,” 
Galloway said. 

Several students who saw the 
flier also thought it was unrealistic. 
They said it seemed unrealistic to 
make that much money in one 
week.

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ommunication studies 
students short on classes

Communication studies students 
searching for classes are finding it 
nearly impossible to enroll in courses 
they need to graduate. 

Like many other departments on 
campus, communications studies is 
feeling the pinch created by a swelling 
enrollment trend which is expected to 
hit 30,000 students within two years, 
up from about 27,000 today. 

The enrollment increase hits the 
communication studies department 
particularly hard because so many of 
its courses, such as public speaking, de- 
bate and interpersonal communica- 
tion, are General Education courses 
in high demand by students in other 
majors. 

“T need Coms 123 to graduate this 
December and ‘there is only one of- 
fering at night when I work. My only 
hope now is to pray that it will be of- 
fered in the fall,” said Steve Love, a se- 
nior majoring in digital media. 

“There just aren’t enough PR: 
classes offered during the day,” said 


Louis Gagnon, a senior majoring in 
public relations. 

Summer Rowley, another com- 
munications senior, echoed the same 
lament. ““They need to offer more re- 
quired classes like 170 and 171,” she 
said, referring to the research classes 
that all communication majors need 
to graduate. 

Students, faculty and management 
disagree as to why the problem exists. 

Communication studies professor 
Tom Knutson believes the problem 
lies with the administration. 

“Tf Nordstroms ran their company 
like CSUS does, they would be out of 
business,” he said. 

.Val-Smith, chair of the communi- 
cations studies department, blames the 


-inclusive admissions policy at Sacra- 


mento State. 

“The growth of the student popu- 
lation is siieeappele the ability of the 
school to meet it. 

“Tf it was up to me, I would be less 
inclusive and a little more competi- 
tive in admissions policies,” Smith 
said. “I believe there are students en- 
rolled in this campus who don’t be- 


long here.” 

Smith does not blame the Sac State 
administration. 

“T don’t think President Gerth can 
do much to address this issue as ad- 
missions policies are set at a much 
higher level,” he said, referring to the 
fact that it is state lawmakers who 
make policy regarding inclusion. 

Smith said his department is taking 
steps to ease the class crunch by of- 
fering more weekend and night class- 
es and hiring more instructors. 

“We’re going out for four more full 
time hires this semester,’ Smith said. 

Still, according to a Feb. 7 memo 
from Sheila Orman of the Office of 
Faculty Affairs, Smith’s department 
must hire 21 part-time instructors to 
meet anticipated need for the 2002- 
03 academic year, 

Regardless of what is being done to 


solve the problem, some students, like — | 


Rowley, still don’t think it’s enough. 

‘“T could have graduated this May 
but I’m stuck here until fall because it’s 
the only time the class I need is of- 
fered. The department needs to do 
more,” Rowley said. 


Credit solicitors limited to specific areas on campus

“If somebody wants to solicit on campus, they have to 
have a written permit and identification that shows who 
they are and who they work for,” Camera said. 

University policy also limits solicitors to the library ramp 
or the area immediately in front of the bookstore, according 


to Camera. 


“Anyone selling things anywhere else is violating the 


rules,” he said. 


California law also prohibits credit card companies from 


targeting students. 
As of Jan. 1, creditors ca 


nnot offer cards to anyone’sole-

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Bookstore evaluates cashier training 
after counterfeit bills discovered 


Cashier training may be revamped 
after a Hornet Bookstore cashier re- 
cently accepted $900 in counterfeit 
bills. 

University Police Department 
Spokesman John Hamrick said the 
money was used to make a purchase, 
but declined to give details because 
the case was still under investigation. 

The bookstore reported the coun- 
terfeit money on Feb. 4, although they 
may have received the bills as early as 
three days before. 

Officials say the bills were not dis- 
covered until they reached the money 
room. 

Bookstore Director Julia Milar- 
dovich said she was not sure how the 
counterfeit bill passed through securi- 


ty. 


“Was it an employee error or a train-, 


ing problem?” Milardovich asked. “I’m 
leaning towards a training problem.”

‘More students seek counseling 


Suicide, depression and other men- 
tal illnesses are touching more college 
students than ever before, according 
to an article in the Feb. 18 issue of U.S. 
News & World Report. 

A nationwide survey of college 
freshmen by the American College 
Health Association revealed that ie 
percent of students felt “overwhelm 
last year, while 22 percent were so de- 
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pressed that they couldn’t function. 
The number of students reporting emo- 
tional problems has increased annual- 
ly since 1985, according to the report. 

Sacramento State students seek 
counseling, according to Equilla Luke, 
director of campus psychological ser- 
vices. 

“That certainly mirrors the state of 
things at this time,” Luke said. “ 

Last year, three in 10 colleges re- 
ported a student suicide, and 9.5 percent 
of students admitted to “seriously con- 
templating” killing themselves, ac- 
cording to the ACHA. 

In the latest National Survey of 
Counseling Center Directors 85 per- 
cent of directors noted an increase over 
the past five years in the number of 
students with “severe” psychological 
problems, including depression, emo- 
tional trauma, eating disorders and 
“substantial” personality disorders. 

Therapists blame family disfunc- 
tion, competitive burn out for college 
entrance and increased awareness of 
psychological services as the top rea- 
sons for the rise in student visits for 
counseling.

ASI for and against fee hikes 


Last week, Associated Students, 
Inc. President Artemio Pimentel sub- 
mitted and the board passed a resolu- 
tion opposing increases in student fees 
at Sacramento State.

tion of the perimeter road, the number 


of accidents reported has been re- 
duced,” Fox said. 

The traffic survey also illustrated 
that a previous stop sign and turning 


circle in the area were ineffective, so 


therefore, “there is no further action 
being taken at this time,” Fox said. 

That did not sit well with Jenette 
Keller-Jolie who works in Business 
Services for the CSUS Foundation. 

On Feb. 8, the day after the acci- 
dent, she wrote, “Well the inevitable 
happened last night. A pedestrian was 
hit trying to cross the street by the 
bookstore.” 

She said that the combination of an 
increase in enrollment and the building 
of a parking structure will only make 
matters worse. 

“T can only foresee more accidents,” 
Keller-Jolie said. 

Fox said she was aware of the com- 
plaints and safety concerns and said 
that TAC presently does not have spe- 
cific plans for the roadway. 

“What the TAC is trying to explore 
is what the other options are,” Fox said. 
“They are trying not to be quick to just 
install stop signs everywhere. They are 
trying to figure out what the real issue is.” 

Fox said that if the issue is not pre- 


sented at TAC’s Friday meeting, she. 
will bring it up. 

_ John Hamrick, Campus Police 
spokesman, said that since the acci- 
dent, police patrols have stepped up 
and are paying closer attention to cross- 
walk violations. Police declined to re- 
lease details of the accident, and the 
driver has not yet been cited. 

The State Hornet clocked 62 vehi- 
cles that drove past the bookstore on 
State University Drive East, Friday, 
between 8:30 and 9:30 a.m. The speeds 
of the vehicles ranged from 15 to 41 
mph. The average speed was 32 mph; 
the speed limit is 25 mph. 

By Monday, Sac State police were 
monitoring the stretch of road near the 
bookstore. | 

Concerns about the safety of pedes- 
trians on campus are not anything new.

Professor recovers

Two weeks after he was hit by a 
truck, physics Professor William 
Thornburg is in good spirits and hopes 
to resume teaching within a week. 

Thornburg, 69, suffered a concus- 
sion, a separated shoulder and received 
stitches in his head after he was thrown 
2A feet while walking in a crosswalk 
near the Hornet Bookstore Feb. 7. 

‘T still don’t have the energy, and I 
have to be careful that I don’t stand

The professor drove himself to 
campus Monday to check on his class- 
es, said Heidi Yamazaki in the physics 
and astronomy department. 

“He’s doing incredibly well, con- 
sidering he could have been killed,” 
said Jan Thornburg, the professor’s 
wife. 

Thornburg is a part-time faculty 
member, but is currently employed as 
a temporary full-time professor due to 
lack of faculty. All six of his classes 
were covered by others in the depart- 
ment, but Thornburg said he hopes to 


be back in the classroom soon. 

“I’m probably going to start back to 
work at the end of this week or the be- 
ginning of next week,” he said, al- 
though he plans to start back gradually. 

Teaching is a second career for 
Thornburg, who retired from Pacific 
Bell in 1985 and went back to school 
to get a Master’s degree in physics. 
After graduating from the University of 
California, Davis, he began teaching at 
the community college level, and he 
now teaches exclusively at Sac State. 

“T’m doing exactly what I always 
wanted to do,” he said. “I feel very 


~ fortunate that I was able to do it.” 


On the night he was hit, Thornburg 
was crossing the road to retrieve books 
and supplies for his evening astronomy. 
class. He never made it to his car, and 
the books were stolen that night by 
vandals. 

After Thornburg was taken to the 
hospital by ambulance, a family mem- 
ber drove his car home and parked it in 
his driveway, where it was then van- 
dalized. Though Thornburg said the 
vandals took nothing of “great value,” 
they did take some of his teaching ma- 
terials.

Thornburg said he has no inten- 
tions of taking legal action against the 
man or the University, and his main 
concern is that such an accident not 
happen again. 

“People just need to slow down, 
pay attention and realize that pedes- 
trians have the right of way,” Thorn- 
burg said. “T bet they’ ve moving at 40 
mph, and you know, you really don’t 
save much time.”

Popular Web site shuts down

After establishing a loyal fol- 
lowing of Sacramento State stu- 
dents, providing free e-mail services 
to nearly 600 people and reaching an 
average of 10,000 hits per day, the 
sacstate.com Web site was shut 
down Jan. 20. 

Where Internet surfers had pre- 
viously been able to see the latest 
Homet sports scores, browse comics 
and discuss campus life on the mes- 
sage boards, a blank “this page can- 
not be found” message now greets 

_ visitors. 

“T got a letter from a patent and 
copyright attomey, telling me to shut 
[the site] down,’ said sacstate.com 
Webmaster John Gladding, a 1996 
communication studies graduate. 

It was the Sac State Bookstore 
that asked its attorneys to contact 
the Sac State alumnus about his Web 
‘site. 

‘“‘We were told by representa- 
tives to pursue it,” said Jerry King, 
of the O’Banion and Richey law 
firm. 

Julia Milardovich, Bookstore di- 
rector, confirmed that she was the 
one who started the inquiry into the 
legality of sacstate.com’s site, and its 
use of the phrase, “Sac State.” 

“Tt’s the use of the word ‘sac- 
state.com’ that is a licensing issue,” 
she said. 
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According to the United States 
Patent and Trademark Office Web site, 
“Sac State” has been a registered trade- 
mark of the University since 1993. 

The Bookstore itself acts as the li- 
censing agent for the University and 
authorizes more than 50 vendors to use 
the trademark. 

“The license vendors are required 
to report to us on a quarterly basis on all 
of their activities,’ Milardovich said. 

Sacstate.com was started nearly four 
years ago, and Gladding registered the 
domain name in November 1998. It 
was only after Gladding contacted the 
University to request permission to use 
the Hornet logo that the trademark ques- 
tion was raised. 

“TI wasn’t aware of the site [until 
then],’”’ Milardovich said. 

At the time, the Hornet logo had just 
been redesigned, and Gladding was told 
that the University had no policy re- 
garding Internet usage of the logo. Mi- 
lardovich said she met with several ad- 
ministrators, including Vice President for 
University Affairs Robert Jones and 


Vice President for Administration Ed 
Del Biaggio to discuss the issue. 

According to Gladding, that was the 
last he heard from the University until 
January, when he received the letter 
from the attorney. But Milardovich said 
the administration decided that Gladding 
should not use the logo. 

“We didn’t want official marks used 
on unofficial she said.

University Counsel Donna Selnick 
said that people could easily buy do- 
main names that sound similar to Sac 
State’s name and then put pornography 
on them. Selnick was unaware of the 
current situation regarding sacstate.com 
and the University.

Enron scandal: what is 
really going on?

after this season and nothing is a giv- 
en, especially with a new boss com- 
ing in. 

“The majority of coaches here are 


on a year-to-year basis,’ Colberg said. 
‘“T’ve worked here for 26 years and 
I’ve been year-to-year for 26 years. 
This is particularly true with a new, 
young and unproven coach like Jenkins.” 
In regards to a new Athletic Di- 
rector coming in and replacing Jenk- 
ins, Colberg thinks this is doubtful. 
“T’m absolutely thrilled with the 
job he’s done; he’s terrific. I would 
think that the new person would sit 
down with me, and I’m certainly in 
Jerome’s corner. Any changes would 
be the wrong way to go. If I have any- 
thing to say about it, [he’ll be back 
next year].” 
The problem is that Colberg may 
not have a say in the matter. 
What should be clear to anybody is 
that Jenkins is, and has proven to be, 
the right man for the job. The perfor- 
mance of his team this year, in just 
his second year as head coach, has 
been nothing short of shocking for a 
program that had gone 42-226 (until 
this season) since it joined Division I 
in 1991. This year, Jenkins’ Hornets 
are 9-14, although they are defeated on 
the road. They are also 3-6 in the Big 


Sky Conference, which ties the schoo! 
for most wins in that conference 
(which it entered in 1996), with four 
conference games remaining (two at 
home). The team has a legitimate shot 
of making the Big Sky Conference 
Tournament, and fans are coming out 
to Hornet Gym to support their team. 
Many nights, fans are left without 
seats, left to fend for themselves 
against the “Gym Nazi,” who harass- 
es fans who stand anywhere near the 
entrance. 

Sac State is also primed for success 
in the near future with plenty of this 
year’s studs returning, including ju- 
niors Joel ‘How did we get that guy”’ 
Jones, Jimmy White, Joe Dawson, 
Rashaad Hooks and sophomore 
Cedric Thompkins. “1 feel like every- 
body sees the winning and that the fu- 
ture gets better,’ Jenkins said about 
his team, which has seen increased 
support from students this year. 

The program, with Jenkins lead- 
ing the way, has started recruiting out- 
side of California for the first time and 
is making great improvements. But 
the fact that Colberg is resigning is 


bothersome to Jenkins, since he likes 
where things are headed with her in 
charge. 

“IT wish she wouldn’t step down 
because she’s doing a great job and 
brought a lot of respectability to the 
Athletic Department,” Jenkins said. 
‘‘She took over when things were bad, 
and I’m really disappointed that she’s 
[resigning]. But she still has that fire as 
head coach. She has had 25 years of 
success with the volleyball team, and 
that is a challenge for me; I’m chasing 
her. Her program runs like a machine.” 

Hopefully Jenkins will get the 
chance to pursue that challenge of 
leading a successful program, and di- 
rect his own machine. 

olberg, do whatever is pos-

next year. He is the right man for the 
job.

If that isn’t enough pressure for the 21- 
year-old guard, Jenkins has also called upon 
Hooks to snap the Hornets’ 45-game, Big Sky 
road losing streak, which dates back to 1996.

On defense, Hooks’ long arms and quick 
feet constantly hound opposing guards. His 
1.44 steals per game rank ninth in the Big Sky. 


Hooks stands eighth in the conference in as- 
sists, dishing out 4.33 per game, while com- 
piling the second best assist-to-turnover ratio 
at 2.79. 

Hooks, the son of Ronald and Dawn Hooks, 
grew up in San Jose, where he starred at Pied- 
mont Hills High. 

Hooks led his varsity team to three con- 
secutive conference titles while earning con- 
ference MVP honors. 

Coming out of high school, Hooks was re- 
cruited by several mid-major schools, includ- 
ing Bradley University and San Francisco 
State University.

The Sacramento State women’s 
basketball team learned that it’s hard to 
keep up with a team that likes to run, 
especially when it shoots itself in the 
foot.

“So I decided that ju- 
nior college would be the best choice 
for me.” 

Hooks attended West Valley Ju- 
nior College in Saratoga, where he 
began to gain national recognition 
for his stellar play on the court. 

Coming out of West Valley, 
Hooks was recruited by powerhouse 
schools such as the Universities of 
Georgia, Cincinnati and Oklahoma 
University. 

Despite the pressure to leave the 
state, Hooks decided to remain close 
to home, and chose to attend Sac 
State. 

Throughout his recruitment, 


Hooks’ growth as a player has 
been guided by senior guards Ronnie 
Walton and Rene Jacques. 

“Ronnie’s a real vocal leader, so 
I learn how to talk to players and 
communicate from him,’ said Hooks, 
who has similar praises for Jacques. 
“Rene works hard all the time. He al- 
ways gives 110 percent.” 

After two years of junior college, 
and 24 games into his Hornet career, 
the question is no longer whether 
this 6-foot-2 guard can play, but 
whether he can carry the Hornets 
into the postseason.

“We're off to a good start,” said

during outdoor season. “So far, the 
season is going well.” 

Without an indoor training facili- 
ty, the Hornets have enjoyed their 
share of struggles this season. 

Having experienced the trials of 
learning on the run, Neff believes his 
team will be stronger for it.

For those of 
you that need a refresher or want to 
know where to get the best brews in 
Sacramento, climb onto your barstool 
for the basics of beer.

My preferred def- 
inition comes 
from www.totalbeer.net, a great beer 
Web site: “Beer: the liquid essence of 
heaven, ecstasy with bubbles and the 
expression of civilization on this plan- 
et.” Either way, beer is recognized as 
the bubbling beverage of choice at 
most college gatherings, as it goes well 
with most foods and is available in 
many easy-to-carry containers. 

Ales are a favorite among college 
students. Available in varieties that 
range from pale to brown to creamy to 
stout, they all offer an experience of 
their own. Sierra Nevada Pale Ale has 
quickly gained mainstream populari- 
ty. Sierra’s Pale Ale (though a bit soapy 
for me) is sure to please a party crowd 
anywhere and is of fair value at re- 
tailers. Other ales of choice include 
Newcastle Brown Ale, Rogue River

If lagers were a family of beer, the 
three favorite children would be Pil- 
sner, Bock and Helles. Pilsner is usu- 
ally a dry, aromatic “hoppy” style beer 
that is typically low in alcohol. Some 
domestic favorites include Budweiser, 
Coors and Miller Genuine Draft. For 
the more adventurous, try Beck’s or 
Labbatt Classic. Bock is typically 
available in the winter months and is 
known for its thick, creamy character 
and high alcohol content. Some of my 
favorite bocks are produced by Sud- 
werk in Davis and available seasonal- 
ly at the Davis and Sacramento loca- 
tions. Jack Russell Farm Brewing in El 
Dorado Hills also makes an excellent 
bock called ‘Big Ass Bock.’ You can 
visit the brewery and sample the oth- 
er Jack Russell beers, or pick them up 
at the local Corti Bros. Not to be for- 
gotten is the often-overlooked Helles 
(German for ‘pale’ or ‘light,’ and often 
labeled only as a Jager). Some of the 
most popular and best drinking helles 
on the market are Red Stripe Lager, 
Steinlager, Corona and Heineken. 

As an added bonus to any brew- 
based adventure, check out one of the 
many seasonal brews that are offered. 
A few to watch for that have a good 
track record are brewed by Samuel 
Addams, Sierra Nevada, Lagunitas 
Brewing Company, Widmer Bros. and 
Pyramid. 

Now that you know the basics of 
brew, you can go out and buy the 
goods. Any grocery store is an obvious 
starting place, but Sacramento has a 
few more interesting outlets to choose 
from. For beer that is sold direct from 
the brewery, on tap and to-go in Sacra- 
mento, seek out Hoppy Brewing Co., 
Sacramento Brewing Co., Sudwerk 
Brewery and River City Brewing Cox. 
All are listed in the phone book and 
most have Web sites. Other locations 
of interest in Sacramento include Cor- 
ti Bros., Ernie’s Liquor, Beverages 
and More, and Lichine’s Liquor and 
Deli.

(albeit overpriced) vinyl. 

Ksoteric Records has two Sacramento locations (1427 
L St., 442-4858; 3413 El Camino, 488-8966), and as long 
as you can tolerate the execrable fusion jazz glop favored 
by the stores’ clerks, it’s the best place in town to load up 


on cheap vinyl. Esoteric is stacked to the rafters with CDs, 


tapes, videos and records, but it’s the 25-cent vinyl bins 
that’ put meat on your collection’s bones. Want to buy the 
entire Night Ranger catalog for two bucks? Sold! 

Records (710 K St., 446-3973) is a Sacramento insti- 
tution that was immortalized on the cover of DJ Shadow’s 
“Endtroducing” album. There’s plenty of rare, cool mer- 
chandise available, although you’ll have to work your way 
through piles and piles of worthless, unsorted crap in order 


to find it. 


One of the best bets for local bookworms is Time Test- 
ed Books (1114 2First St., 447-5696), a messy but well- 
stocked rare-.and used-book dealer that also sells records 
and has a section devoted entirely to anarchist writers. 

Just down the street is The Open Book (910 21st St., 
498-1004), a relatively quaint bookstore/coffee shop/video 


store that specializes in gay and lesbian literature (they 


deal only in new books), films and activism. 

Beers Books (1431 L St., 442-9475), which sits next 
door to Esoteric Records’ Midtown location, is another 
frequent resident on Best-of-Sacramento lists, and for good 
reason.

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‘Hart’s War’ a gripping drama

War can squeeze every drop of in- 
nocence out of a soldier and replace it 
with strength, honor and self-aware- 
ness. In the movie “Hart’s War,” the ti- 
tle character, Lieutenant Tommy Hart 
(Colin Farrell) goes through a meta- 
morphosis of temperament while in 


search of admiration from his fellow 


soldiers and himself. 

Hart is an officer’s aide in World 
War II who has never been to the bat- 
tlefront, except on rare occasions to 
chauffeur an incoming soldier. On a 
delivery of one soldier and a case of 
champagne for an Allied general, he is 
ambushed by Germans and thrown 
into a prisoner-of-war camp. 

In the camp, he must deal with a 
number of hardships, from frostbite to 
ridicule from soldiers and resentment 
from Colonel William McNamara

of his lack of involvement in the war. 

When two black fighter pilots come 
into camp, tension mounts and results 
in the death of one of the pilots and a 
white soldier. The other pilot, Lieu- 
tenant Lincoln Scott (Terrence Dashon 
Howard), is put on trial for the murder 
of the soldier, and Hart is recruited as 
the pilot’s lawyer. The trial eventually 
reveals dishonor and shame among the 
soldiers, and threatens the lives of all in- 
volved. 

While the movie takes place miles 
from the battle lines, there are plenty of 
conflicts brewing in the camp. The 
most prominent battle in the movie 
takes place between Hart and McNa- 
mara. McNamara thinks Hart weak 
and pampered, the antithesis of Mc- 
Namara’s view of what a soldier and an 
honorable man should be. 

“Hart’s War” is a fun movie to get
